Priceless 
heirlooms were destroyed recently in 
a fire at the Jim T. Day ranch house 
on the intersecting Tarrant, AVise and 
Denton county lines near here.

It was owned 
by Jim T. Day, and the family had 
collected many valuable old guns and 
heirlooms which were lost in the fire.

Two air locks 
were provided in the 50 foot long steel

A compressor furnishes suf­ 
ficient air pressure thru an air hose 
to these locks to keep water out of 
the caisson as it is driven down.
